A game of Russian Roulette with a 
school that has been a landmark in 
Placentia for approximately 50 
years, came to an end Monday night 
with a unanimous vote by trustees of 
the Placentia Unified School District 
to close it down. 

The board's quick vote with brief 
discussion followed more than two 
hours of reasoning by residents of 
the barrio and other district areas to 
keep the school open. 

More than 20 speakers broached 
the subjects of saving the barrio 
school, ending busing and providing 
neighborhood Kindergarten 
through sixth grade schools for 
everyone. 

The well mannered crowd 
Participating, frequently applaud- 
ing, crammed the board chambers 
and spilled out both doors of the 
room. 

There were a few youngsters 
among the crowd, some carrying 
picket signs at the beginning of the 
session urging “Help Save Our 


School"'; ‘‘First the School then the 
Homes"’; ‘‘All American City With 
Second Class Citizens Want to Save 
McFadden.” 

Also attending the board meeting 
and presenting petitions were school 
district parents who wish to have 
their youngsters attend the new $3.6 
million John O. Tynes Elementary 
School rathér than be bused to 
schools further away. 

The occasion for the hearing was a 
report from PUSD's Educational 
Facilities Planning Committee to 
trustees on its recommendations for 
boundaries for the Tynes School. 

The committee, with chairwoman 


Barbara Williams introducing, 
presented three plans for the 
boundaries, two of which would 


close McFadden. The closure of the 
barrio school had been interjected in 
committee discussions by PUSD 
staff members. including superin- 
tendent of Schools John Tynes. 
Mrs. Williams pointed out to

With virtually no item by item 
discussion by members of the 
Placentia City Council. the group 
approved mid-year budget revisions 
involving $22,659 in expenditures 
and $51,683 in surpluses ata recent 
night meeting. 

The items included proposed 
expenditures of $5,000 to develop a 
building in Wagner Park into 
restrooms and $3,426 for a new 
automobile for City Administrator 
Edwin Powell. The one he has been 
driving is over two years old and has 
40,000 miles on it. It will be traded in 
for a $6,826 new vehicle.

Final Decision On 
Bradtord House 


A comprehensive plan for 
restoring and maintaining the 
Bradford House without use of city 
taxpayer funds. was presented to 
the city council Tuesday night with 
expectations of a final decision by 


the group. 
The house has stood vacant for 
more than two vears without a 


specified use imperiled by a no vote 
against its public subsidization. 

The presentatton Tuesday was 
expected to be made by Placentia 
Founders Society leaders including 
first vice president Charles Arnoldt. 
an administrator in the Placentia 
Unified School District with 
particular expertise in the field of 
the needs of the house. 

Written plans presented involved 
estimates for insurance. maps. 
possible plot plans for the house and 
area and a floor plan of the home. 


A possible four page agreement 
between the Founders and the city 
was offered for perusal. Sub council 
level meetings have been held tn the 
interim period for — discussion 
between the Founders and a council 
subcommittee composed of Council: 
man Donald Holt and Councilwoman 
Virginia Farmer. 

All aspects of the problems of the 
house have been reviewed. with the 
decision remaining with the full 
council body. 

The Founders, who are seeking to 
lease the house for $1 a vear would 
bring the heritage home back to its 
top condition using donations and 
volunteer labor whenever possible. 
The group will be seeking help from 
the public in all capacities. 

Included in the offered proposal 
were such items as possible uses

The citw’s allocation can be used 
for acquisition and or development 
of projects without providing any 
matching funds. The state 1s 
reported to tavor developments that 
provide immediate results. 

Orange County will receive $6.9 
million of the $280 million allocated 
statewide by the act. The monies are 
earmarked tor ‘‘recreational — re- 
quirements...bv acquiring, develop- 
ing and restoring real property for 
state and local park, beach.

of the La Jolla area where the 
McFadden School is located, 
identified himself as the chairman of 
the Citizens For the Preservation of 
the McFadden School, presented 
the board with a petition with 351 
signatures against closing the school 
and another petition of 25 from 
outside the barrio. 

“One way busing is not fair to 
us." Jimenez pointed out to board 
members. ‘Closing the school will 
necessitate the busing of all our 
children. A child will be required to 
be bused for 13 years. 

“The McFadden School adds 
identity to the  neighborhood,”’ 
Jimenez continued. ‘It provides not 
only educational schooling for the 
children but a social and recreational 
facility for the residents. 

“The importance of McFadden 
School is more than just a school. 
You would have to be a resident to 
really feel and understand and be 
sensitive to this need of the people of 
the community. "" 

Jimenez described the area as one 
with moderate housing. “‘coupled 
with the freeway that bisects the 
community in two, and incompati- 
bile zoning that virtually surrounds 
the area. leads to depreciation in 
values. By closing McFadden School 
sull another depreciating blow will 
be given to the neighborhood. The 
recreational facilities would be 
lost." 

Jimenez pointed out that although 
Valencia High School and Kraemer 
Junior High School are cld schools 
the board has decided to renovate 
them rather than close them. **The 
rationale should apply also to the 
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McFadden To Close 


McFadden School. 

‘‘[t appears to us that monies from 
the Alpha Project (from which PUSD 
is receiving more than $8 million) 
should also be spent on the 
McFadden School as children from 
the Anaheim area attend the 
McFadden School. 

“The declining enrollment. if this 
is really the case, how can a new 
school be justified when there 
appears to bea decline of students in 
the area.” 

Among other speakers was Dr. 
Sheldon Maram of the Orange 
County Human Relations Commis- 
sion who pointed out — that 
McFadden’s status has been 
changed every vear. “The tensions 
in the community mount by the 
consequence of this.” 

Dr. Maram urged that the 
decision on McFadden should be 
made after the community is 
consulted. ““The whole community 
should be satisfied with it.” 

One mother pointed out that she 
was concerned about the closing of 
McFadden ‘and busing the children 
some place else. | have talked to my 
children about it and4l know how 
they feel about it and the other kids 
in the neighborhood. They don’t like 
it and neither do I.” 

Other speakers outlined that the 
area would lose its playing fields 
and gymnasium when the school is 
closed. 

Another speaker added “If vou 
close McFadden that is one price 
that is going to be paid for for a lot of 
years to come.” 5 

Mentioned in the board discus- 
sion was $100.000 for portables for 


Rio Vista Elementary School in 
Anaheim, the teamed school with 
McFadden. No figure was given on 
moving a_ portable from the 
McFadden campus to Rio Vista, 
sometimes estimated as a $25,000 
venture. 

Trustee Jean Pappas, leading the 
board discussion, made a motion 
that the trustees accept the EFPC 
report, noting that it emphasized 
plan two. which recommended 
McFadden be closed. Dr. William 
Yates seconded the motion. The vote 
in favor was unanimous. 

A recommendation from John 
Tynes, superintendent of schools, to 
the board stated that over $200,000 
nave been spent to try to make 
McFadden attractive and provide a 
good learning environment. 

It was further suggested that the 
schools are losing $501,570 in 
average daily attendance (ADA) 
funds because enrollment has 
dropped at the school. 

“To the people who have 
criticized the staff's recommenda- 
tion on the closing of McFadden 
School while opening another 
school, | would only like to point out 
the staff's opinion that by using the 
$644,570 which we think is very 
conservative, we could pay for the 
entire Tynes School in a period of 
five years.” the report alleges. 

Included in the recommendation 
was that the McFadden property be 
appraised and that the district 
contact. the City of Placentia 
regarding the recreational facilities 
at McFadden ‘‘and that the district 
explore all means in the disposal of 
this property to insure a community 
center fur the people of the 
McFadden area...”
